| two taxes, the ordinary income tax—six 
| shillings’ in the pound—is deducted. and 
then the holders of debentures and prefer- 
| ence shares get paid their interest. The 
final remainder, naturally, with certain 
reservations, goes to the ordinary share- 
holders, but, in order to protect them frém 
an unduly heavy loss, the Chancellor has 
decreed that in no case shall the £x, which 
have been earmarked for corporation tax, 
be more than one-tenth of the sum for dis- 
tribution in ordinary dividends. When 
the £x are greater than one-tenth a re- 
fund will be made. On the whole, although 
we believe that co-operative societies have 
a certain grievance, the corporation tax is 
probably as fair a way of getting money 
for the Exchequer as most other ways, 
It is merely an unnecessarily vlaborate 
form of income tax. , 
Where the Chancellor failed yesterday 
was where he failed on Monday. He 
coulu not justify his neglect to curb the 
enormous national expenditure. Sir 
Donald Maclean put the case excellently. 
There should be ,/‘ retrenchment and 
sweeping econémy” all round. “An axe 
should be applied tp the Estimates.’’ Now 
Mr. Chamberlain did not even apply a 
penknife, and, although he spoke of

ment against him. A .barnacle cannot be 
dislodged by blowing upon it; it must be 
forcibly removed. In this respect Mr. 
Chamberlain has done virtually nothing, 
He boasts of the nation’s “ remarkable 
strength,” and of the confidence which its 
financial efforts must inspire at home and 
abroad. We agree; but that confidence 
would be doubled if the nation were con. 
vinced that its money was being spent to 
its best advantage. The Government can- 
not expect peeple to pay enormous taxes. 
and to contribute one and a half milliards 
of pounds per year to provide fat salaries 
for sinecures. The people are willing to 
pay, but they must have value for their 
money. Sooner or later, a start must be 
made. “The country will not be saddled 
with a luxurious bureaucracy, however 
ornamental it may be. If Mr. Chamber- 
lain has failed ‘to recognise that fact, he 
has misconstruéd the temper of the British 
nation. His speech in the House of Com. 
mons yesterday proves that, on the q 
tion of Government extravagance, he ís 
quite unrepentant.
